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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendment merely makes claims 12-14 and 
16 dependent and thus incorporates the limitations of claim 10. Claims 12-14 and 16 are not disclosed in the parent application and 
therefore do not have the benefit of the parent filing date. The rejections of claims 12-14 and 16 over the prior art is still deemed proper 
and has been maintained. The rejection of claim 15 is moot in view of cancellation of claim 15. 

Furthermore, applicants alleged characterization of the isopentane as a propellant rather than a solvent is inconsistent with applicants 
disclosure at page 3, lines 12-17, of the instant specification, which sets forth LPG as the preferred propellant and at page 10, lines 24 
and 25, wherein applicants exemplify using a suitable propellant to replace the isopentane. 

The original specification clearly indicates the isopentane in formulating the aerosol formulation and using a suitable propellant to replace 
the isopentane but does not explicitly disclose isopentane is a suitable propellant. 
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
